He traces 
the events which Jud to | tho Press law 
of 1865, at that time an important step in 
advance, and quotes utterances of Prince 
Gortchakoff and Katkoff, the famous editor of 
the Moscow Viedomosti, in favour of the 
completo freedom cf the Pross. The following 
spaech of the Imperigl Chaucellor was made in 
the Council of State when the Press luw was 
under consideration :— 

‘ My liboral idoas have long bean ‘faianri to_all. 
J have supported every project tending towards 
the ilevelopmeut of freedom of thought. But, 
gentlemen, I waro yon—aud wy long experience 
gives mo the right to do so—that this freedom 
ef thought for which you are now atroggling 
will be used againet yourselves.

If you and 
your successors will patiently endure opposition 
and criticism and attacks upon ‘your conduct as 
ministers,’.then give your support to this 
measure, for in that case it will be of tho vary 
greatest benefit fo the country. Rut if you sre’ 
disposed only to confer the freedom in question 
so long os it is convenient to you, and to with- 
draw it 0 s06n asitis directed against yourselves, 
then it is better that you should not necapt the 
low, for. it will. only cause you. enormous 
Gifficulties; in a few months you will deal w ith 


romain of the freedom it confers. As for m y- 
solf, I givemy binding promise that in questions 
concorning ‘my Ministry (Foreign, Affairs) I 
will neither employ nor tolérate the emplay- 
ment of any of the pan sehments provided in 
the law.”
